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BEWARE PHONE SCAM 

Community centre chairman sends a warning to Weymouth residents 


A PHONE scam trying to 
get people’s bank details 
has sparked a strong warn¬ 
ing from police and com¬ 
munity groups. 

It was spotted by Wey¬ 
mouth’s Park Community 
Centre chairman Ken 
Whatley who told the View 
what happened. 

The simple and plausible 
approach has caused par¬ 
ticular concern that elderly 
people unfamiliar with 
modern electronics might 
be particularly at risk. 

Mr Whatley said: “This 
is all about getting credit 
card details including the 
security number so that it 
can be used for far larger 
purchases. 

“I received a call from a

“representative” of BT in¬ 
forming me that he was 
disconnecting my phone 
because of an unpaid bill. 
He demanded £31 imme¬ 
diately or it would be £118 
to reconnect at a later date. 

“He said his name was 
John Peacock and gave his 
phone number as 0800 
0800 152.” 

“He wasn’t even fazed 
when I told him I was with 
Virgin Media, alleging 
VM have to pay BT a per¬ 
centage for line rental. 

The man realised that Mr 
Whatley didn’t believe his 
story and offered to prove 


he was from BT. 

Mr Whatley said: “I 
asked how and he told me 
to hang up and try phoning 
someone. He would dis¬ 
connect my phone to pre¬ 
vent this... .and he did. 

“My phone was dead - 
no engaged tone, nothing - 
until he phoned me again. 

“Very pleased with him¬ 
self, he asked if that was 
enough proof that he was 
with BT. I asked how the 
payment was to be made 
and he said credit card, 
there and then. 

“I said that I didn’t know 
how he’d done it, but I had

absolutely no intention of 
paying him, I didn’t be¬ 
lieve his name or that he 
worked for BT. He hung 
up, I dialed 1471 but it was 
number withheld. 

“I phoned his fictitious 
0800 number and it wasn’t 
recognised, so I phoned 
the police to let them 
know. I wasn’t the first. 
It’s only just started appar¬ 
ently, but it is escalating. 

“Their advice was to let 
as many people as possible 
know of this scam. The 
fact that the phone does go 
off would probably con¬ 
vince some people it’s 
real. 

“How it’s done is good 
but not that clever. The 
cutting off of the line is 


very simple. He stays on 
the line with the mute but¬ 
ton on and you can’t dial 
out but he can hear you 
trying. This is because the 
person who initiates a call 
is the one to terminate 
it. When you stop trying 
he cuts off and immedi¬ 
ately calls back. 

“You could almost be 
convinced. The sad thing 
is that it is so simple that it 
will certainly fool the eld¬ 
erly and vulnerable.” 

Inspector Pete Meteau of 
Weymouth Police warned: 
“The message must be - If 
in doubt don’t give it out. 

“People must be vigilant 
and follow the rules given 
by banks and not hand out 
credit card or, indeed, any

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What an unholy mess we 
have got ourselves into' 


A HUGE row over new Weymouth 
seafront kiosks being banned from 
operating took a fresh twist when u- 
turn councillors gave them permis¬ 
sion to trade. 

The decision - which could open 
the council to compensation claims 
— left the authority’s already tar¬ 
nished reputation in tatters. 

Councillors previously banned long 
time seafront trader Tony Deadman 
from operating on a temporary basis 
while he completed his new seafront 
kiosk because they felt they had to 
stand by a new seafront trading pol¬ 
icy. 

But Mr Deadman called for a con¬ 
sistent approach and pointed out that 
if his site didn’t meet council require¬ 
ments then neither did those of some 
other traders with new kiosks. 

The council felt it had no choice but 
to order other sites to stop trading 
until they met specifications in their 
new contracts which left visitors with 
almost nowhere to buy a seafront ice¬ 
cream or a cup of tea. 

Angry traders protested at the way 
council policy was costing them their 
livelihoods, residents and many coun¬ 
cillors backed them, Ray Banham 
telling a meeting of Weymouth and 
Portland management committee that 
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the whole situation was “disgusting” 
and “an absolute fiasco”. 

The situation was finally resolved in 
two ways. Firstly the meeting ap¬ 
proved traders being allowed to open 
their new sites provided they had first 
given a written undertaking to com¬ 
plete required kiosk work by a certain 
date, the site to be shut again if that 
date arrived without the work being 
completed. 

Secondly members agreed to lift an 
enforcement order against Mr Dead¬ 
man for the removal of a temporary 
kiosk so he could trade provided he 
met Health and Safety requirements 
and provided that he also completed 
requirements for his new boat-shaped 
kiosk by September 30 th . 

A grueling, convoluted and at times 
bewildering debate was savagely 
summed up by Councillor Andy 
Blackwood who said: “What an un¬ 
holy mess we have got ourselves into. 
The question is, how do we get our¬ 
selves out of it?” 

He suggested a twin pronged ap¬ 
proach which first allowed everyone 
to start trading again and secondly re¬ 
viewed how the council had got itself 


into so much trouble to ensure it 
didn’t happen again. 

Councillor Christine James said that 
the council’s reputation was now “a 
joke” while Councillor Kate Wheller 
said it was “zero” against “a cata¬ 
logue of mismanagement and incom¬ 
petence”, adding: “We are now in the 
middle of the Spirit of the Sea Festi¬ 
val and you can’t buy an ice-cream on 
the beach. I want a solution today.” 

She proposed letting kiosk sites 
trade subject to officers and operators 
meeting to agree a timetable for kiosk 
compliance and she proposed letting 
Tony Deadman trade subject to vari¬ 
ous measures. 

Councillor Ian Roebuck and various 
colleagues then helped to fine tune 
this approach while being warned by 
their legal officers that there could be 
compensations issues, Councillor Ian 
Munro-Price suggesting that this 
could run to more than £1 million if 
there was deviation from contracts. 

The meeting finally agreed a reso¬ 
lution and a delighted Tony Deadman 
said outside the meeting: “I am just 
relieved. At least common sense has 
finally prevailed. 

“We must now try and salvage as 
much of the remaining holiday season 
as possible.”

View from Westminster 


High importance on exporting 


A S you will have no¬ 
ticed, dear reader, 
there have been plenty 
of hard hitting stories over the 
past few weeks. 

Newspaper closures, phone¬ 
hacking, bailouts, strikes, by- 
elections and the continuing 
rumblings of the Arab Spring 
have dominated headlines. 

I have decided, however, to 
use my column to write about 
the visit of the Chinese Pre¬ 
mier, an event which failed to 
get as many column inches as 
it deserved. 

China is of course becoming 
an economic superpower. But 
the sad fact is that our exports 
to China have not correlated 
with its growth rate. 

This can be said, also, for 
the other ‘BRIC’ countries - 
Brazil, India and Russia. (In 
2009 we exported more to Ire¬ 
land than all the BRIC countries combined.) 

I’m glad to say that the situation is now changing. 
We are diversifying the destination of our exports, and 
increasing the amount we export to the new power¬ 
houses. Since the Prime Minister’s trip to China last 
January, British exports have increased by 20 per cent. 

The visit of Premier Wen is the most recent example 
of how we’re placing high importance on exporting 
our goods and skills. 

During the visit, £1.4bn of trade deals were signed 
off by Premier Wen — and he and the Prime Minister 
also restated the shared goal of raising bilateral trade 


to $100bn by 2015. Premier 
Wen also noted the importance 
of opening up the Chinese mar¬ 
kets, increasing the amount of 
imports. 

This is all very encouraging. 
Not only is it essential for the 
UK to increase its share of the 
Chinese market, it is also nec¬ 
essary that China increases the 
amount it imports in order to re¬ 
balance the global economy. 

But trade and economics were 
not the sole focus of discussion. 

The difficult balancing act 
consists of combining respect¬ 
ful and friendly diplomatic and 
trading relationships with frank 
discussion on basic human 
rights. Recent events, such as 
the jailing of the Chinese artist, 
Ai Weiwei, have added to con¬ 
cerns that, in China, freedoms 
and rights aren’t accelerating at 
the same rate as the economy. 
Unlike some of our European counterparts, the Prime 
Minister decided to balance trade negotiations with 
raising such concerns. 

China is much, much bigger and more important 
than we are, and we have a lot to gain. But we’ve also 
got a lot to offer China, and not all of it is business. Of 
course we mustn’t hector or lecture. But, as one of the 
world’s two oldest democracies, we really do have to 
be willing to stick up for liberty. If we don’t, who will? 

With luck and effort, we can keep up the trading re¬ 
lationship — but also export more than skills and 
goods.

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Delight over support 
for women's refuge 


FACES lit up with delight when council¬ 
lors backed measures to ensure the long 
term future of a women’s refuge in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

The council-owned refuge building will 
now be sold to Magna Housing at less 
than market value while Raglan Housing 
with receive an ongoing annual grant of 
£14,000. 

All this will help turn the building in to 
a half way house so victims of domestic 
violence and abuse have a place to go to 
when they have recovered enough to leave 
West Dorset Refuge but not enough to re¬ 
turn to a normal life in the community. 

The Friends of the Women’s Refuge 
couldn’t conceal their happiness when 
members of Weymouth and Portland’s 
management committee gave their sup¬ 
port and spokesman Councillor Gill Tay¬ 
lor said: “I am absolutely delighted. 

“This decision is better than we ex¬ 
pected and will mean so much to the vic¬ 
tims of domestic violence and abuse in 
Weymouth and Portland. 

“It means that the building’s mainte¬ 
nance is assured and it can now be con¬ 
verted into five flats as intermediate 
move-on accommodation for clients from 
West Dorset Refuge in a service run by

Raglan which also runs the West Dorset 
site.” 

West Dorset Refuge chairman Molly 
Rennie said the half way house site was 
badly needed since 44 families had asked 
Weymouth and Portland for help in the 
last year and only 11 had been able to be 
helped at West Dorset. 

Councillor Ian Roebuck urged col¬ 
leagues to back the sale and not a “tea and 
sympathy” option which would have sold 
the building and used the cash to fund 
services for borough victims, something 
he said would be “a total waste” because 
it would not meet clients’ needs. 

People taking longer to recover from 
such trauma needed somewhere to go, “an 
in-between home” said Councillor 
Howard Legg which would give them 
continuity with services and helpers they 
had already met. 

Councillor Kate Wheller said the pro¬ 
posal was a nice complement to the West 
Dorset Refuge while Councillor Andy 
Blackwood said there was “clearly a per¬ 
ceived need” for what was being pro¬ 
posed. 


Tower moves a step closer 


COUNCILLORS have agreed to let land 
so a giant £3 million observation tower 
can be built near Weymouth Pavilion. 

The project by Merlin Entertainments, 
which runs the Sea Life attractions and 
others such as the London Eye and Black¬ 
pool Tower, must still win planning con¬ 
sent. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland 
management committee were told that the 
5 3-metre (174ft) tower would take up to 
50 people at a time on a spiral ascent in a 
cabin which would afford views of up to 
25 miles from the top. 

Councillor Andy Blackwood said he 
took on board “concerns about visual im¬ 
pact” but he said that against that must be 
matched the welcome impact on the 
town’s tourism. 

The tower would hopefully bring in new 
tourists who had never visited Weymouth 


before, he said. 

He added that some people even had 
concerns that the world famous Red Ar¬ 
rows aerobatics team - due at Weymouth 
Carnival in five weeks time - might crash 
in to the tower. 

Mr Blackwood replied that he had 
enough faith in the skills of the Red Ar¬ 
rows that they would be able to spot the 
tower and “miss” it! 

Councillor Ian Roebuck said he wanted 
to be sure that consideration was given to 
any health issues arising from the moving 
of microwave radio equipment from the 
top of the ferry terminal building to the 
top of the Pavilion. 

Councillor Kate Wheller said Merlin 
had a good reputation and a quality track 
record for such projects and she and col¬ 
leagues then unanimously approved let¬ 
ting land for the tower. 


'No 7 to phone mast after protests 


A HOTLY opposed scheme by telecom¬ 
munications giant 02 to erect a mast in 
Weymouth to improve mobile phone cov¬ 
erage has been refused. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland’s 
management committee not only voted to 
refuse 02 a lease for land at Spa Road but 
to set up a policy to deal with all applica¬ 
tions for masts on council land. 

Councillor Kevin Hodder told the meet¬ 
ing that the council were landlords and he 
hoped the committee would refuse a lease 
for the mast which would be near sensi¬ 
tive sites such as a church and school as 
well as being in a conservation area. 


There were potential health issues, he 
said, adding: “We all thought asbestos was 
OK 50 years ago.” 

Councillor Pamela Nixon said she had 
received “a flood of calls” from people 
against the mast. 

Radipole Primary School was nearby, 
she said, and there were health issues to 
consider. 

She added: “It is like the early days of 
the tobacco industry. When the truth 
comes out it will be too late.” 

The meeting then voted 7-0 with one ab- 
stension to refuse permission for the land 
lease.

Crossroads and will make 
adjustments as neces¬ 
sary. 

"As the other new junc¬ 
tions in the area are com¬ 
pleted, we will continue 
to examine the whole 
system to ensure that the 
signals are working to¬ 
gether to keep traffic 
flowing."

The first school group in the procession came from 
Wyke Regis Junior School where 40 youngsters, their 
parents and teachers, have been working on their bird 
and octopus costumes for weeks, not to mention their 
samba music, much of it using plastic bottles. 

“We have had a lot of help from students from the 
Bournemouth Arts Institute. It’s been a fantastic project 
for the school and everyone is really enjoying the pro¬ 
cession,” said teacher Helen Rewse (pictured). 

Fish heads, seaweed and shells featured in the colourful 
group from the Umoja Arts Network who will next make 
an appearance in the county at Swanage Carnival while 
local youth leader Jenny Hart in an outrageous pink cos¬ 
tume (pictured) earned the cheers and applause from the 
crowd as she swirled and shimmied along the streets. 

“It’s been a fantastic event, everyone is really enjoying 
themselves,” she said, as she paused for breath. 

Along both sides of the harbour throughout the week-

end dozens of stalls were offering produce from and 
around the sea as well as entertaining crowds with cook¬ 
ery demonstration from local chefs, amongst them Rus¬ 
sell Brown from Dorchester’s Michelin-starred Sienna 
Restaurant and Mat Follas from the Wild Garlic in 
Beaminster. 

Lyme’s Oyster House chef Mark Hix was also taking 
part in the Seafood Festival, sponsoring the Dorset 
Young Masterchef of the Year competition. The crowds 
watching often got the benefits of the dishes created as 
well as taking part in competitions, including trying to 
poor six glasses of Pommery bubbly in double-quick 
time, finishing with all of them at the same level - a trick 
which the demonstrator managed with aplomb, but mys¬ 
tified the half-dozen members of the audience. 

For choco-holics Cadbury were giving out free samples 
in the square while food artist Prudence Staite (pictured 
opposite) produced an outstanding chocolate octopus to 
the delight of youngsters watching her every move. 

The Seafood Festival is reckoned to be the fastest 
growing event of its type in the UK, something which 
has attracted husband and wife team Duncan and Sue 
Lucas to Weymouth for each of the four years the event 
has been run. Their Passionate About Fish stall featured 
a display of species all of which are caught locally. 

“Many people, especially youngsters, don’t recognise 
species and have no idea how to cook them. We aim to 
tackle that and enourage more people to eat locally- 
caught fish,” said Sue. 

“At the end of the day it is all auctioned off and the 
money donated to the Fisherman’s Mission charity.” 

Both events are part of the broader Spirit of the Sea 
festival which started on July 2nd and has included a 
number of maritime event including dinghy and keelboat 
racing, events to try sailing and kayaking, art shows, the¬ 
atre and arts and a cross-harbour swim.

Famous last words 


WHILST the last words of a celebrity can be in¬ 
triguing, we seldom think of lost words.

Agenda provides a 
little light reading 
for councillors 

YOU might struggle to guess what JRR Tolkien’s 
The Hobbit, George Orwell’s 1984 and Nevil Shute’s 
On The Beach have in common, so I will help you. 

The answer is that they are all smaller than the 
agenda for Weymouth and Portland’s latest manage¬ 
ment committee which reached telephone directory 
proportions of a staggering 280 pages. 

Some councillors were treated for hernias while 
others were too exhausted to take part in a number 
of debates having lugged this weighty tome up sev¬ 
eral flights of steps. 

What took the biscuit was that its riveting contents 
included one report which had actually been printed 
twice! 

Faced with a reading chore like that it was no won¬ 
der that, for some members, their day was less than 
complete when they were forced to miss the start of 
the meeting after being snarled up in the latest traffic 
queues. 

Some people took forty minutes to get from Boot 
Hill to the council offices about 100 metres away, so 
one over cheerful councillor’s comment “but we 
don’t have traffic queues in Weymouth!” deservedly 
true a withering glance from the seething late arrival.

Signs have sprung up advising about 
car parks and where a motorist might 
go to leave their car while more than 
130 electronic information boards are 
planned for bus stops. 

It is all part of Weymouth’s much 
vaunted transport package and it has 
come not a moment too soon for me. 

All too often in recent months I have 
fumed in seemingly never-ending traf¬ 
fic queues, yet now I have a tiny elec¬ 
tronic ray of hope. 


GRIEF is a very personal thing and it 
certainly doesn’t pay much lip service 
to council budget cutbacks. 

In the past cemeteries used to be reg¬ 
ularly cut several times a year but the 
need to save money has seen that 
change. 

Now there are fewer cuts or areas are 
actually specifically allowed to grow 
long as wild flower meadow-style areas 
which are cut once plants have flow- 


No more will I have to try and second 
guess fellow drivers about the availabil¬ 
ity of spaces or, if I’m trying to catch a 
bus into town, wonder how long I shall 
have to wait at the stop before a bus ac¬ 
tually comes. 

Now a sign will tell me which car 
parks are open and how many spaces 
there are while a single glance at the 
bus stop information board will imme¬ 
diately tell me what time the next bus 
is due where I’m standing. 

Of course, there are a few teeny 
weeny wrinkles remaining to be ironed 


ered and dropped their seeds. 

But the bottom line is not about sav¬ 
ing money and it is not about ensuring 
the preservation of colourful blooms. It 
is about the respectful maintenance of 
the last resting place for thousands of 
people.

Renovation work has just started at 
Sandsfoot Castle in Weymouth and it 
will include the removal of some skin¬ 
head spray paint graffiti which has been 
around for far too long. 

But that work will carefully leave in 
place other painted graffiti which has 
been around for even longer, the best 
part of a century in fact. 

If you look high up one wall it is possi¬ 
ble to see the remains of a painted devil 
complete with horns which is supposed 
to date back to the 1920s. 

The castle has even older graffiti actu¬ 
ally carved in to its walls by discerning 
Victorian tourists which all adds to the 
castle's atmosphere. 

It will soon be possible to actually look 
through the castle windows again once 
an internal walkway is completed, en¬ 
abling visitors to get the same sweep¬ 
ing view soldiers used to enjoy nearly 
five centuries before in the time of King 
Henry VIII. 

For the moment, however, it is still 
necessary to concentrate on more mod¬ 
ern sights such as clearing away dis¬ 
carded beer cans and other rubbish 
from the town's only scheduled ancient 
monument.

NOW I don’t remember 
much from my Sports Sci¬ 
ence degree but I do recall 
that running a half 
marathon without any 
training was considered a 
bad thing. 

That was the challenge 
that lay before me at the 
weekend though, and one 
my self-imposed “no chal¬ 
lenge refused” policy 
would not let me turn 
down. 

The run was part of a 
triathlon, for those of you 
not familiar with that idea, 
it’s a race that combines 
swimming, cycling and 
running. 

The middle distance 
triathlon begins with a 1.2 
mile swim, followed by a 
59-mile bike ride and fin¬ 
ishing with a 13.1 mile mn. 

My challenger, Matt 
Hawker, a regular triath¬ 
lete, kindly suggested I 
should probably only do 
one of the disciplines as it 


was a one-off attempt. As I 
can’t swim and my bike is 
still suffering from a punc¬ 
ture it got when I was 11, 
the run was really the only 
option. 

Don’t get me wrong 
though, my running is not 
much better than my swim¬ 
ming, it’s just I can’t drown 
on a run. The truth is I 
haven’t run anywhere, 
other than to the bakery, in 
about two years. 

It wasn’t an easy course 
either, if there is such a 
thing. The 13.1 miles takes 
you on a scenic tour of 
Portland, along the coast 
path, down rocks and up 
steps, past the castle and 
the lighthouse before fin¬ 
ishing with a length of the 
causeway for good meas¬ 
ure. 

The rocky terrain was 
enough to slow down even 
the leaders of the pack at 
times as they negotiated 
loose stones, overgrown 


greenery and me blocking 
their path. 

I arrived early, three 
hours into the race, just as 
the leaders were coming 
into the run, and intro¬ 
duced myself to Mark 
Steen the organiser of the 
event. He allowed me to 
have my MP3 player, a 
luxury competitors aren’t 
allowed, and I settled into 
my pacemaker, a Frank 
Skinner audio book. 

As I made my way up the 
hill I was overtaken by a 
steady stream of runners. 
It’s fairly depressing to see 
the faces of people you 
overtook on a bicycle in 
Burton Bradstock, running 
past you an hour later 
when you haven’t even 
reached the top of Port¬ 
land. 

On Mark’s website the 
run is billed as a gruelling 
trek through the “Devil’s 
Backyard”. Now my body, 
even two days later, will 
agree with that so I under¬ 
stand where he is coming 
from but the course itself 
takes in some of the best 


coastal scenery you’re ever 
likely to find. 

I would say the views 
were “breathtaking” but 
that could have just been 
the running. 

As I reached the halfway 
point I was overtaken for 
the 32nd time that day by a 
familiar face. It was Matt 
Hawker, the man who had 
decided to take advantage 
of my “no challenge re¬ 
fused” offer. 

In hindsight, it’s probably 
a good thing that my body 
was too tired too push him 
off the cliff edge but at the 
time it seemed a reason¬ 
able reaction. He congratu¬ 
lated me on making it so 
far and said he’d wait for 
me at the end. He did, and 
managed to have a shower 
and something to eat in that 
time as well. 

The most agonising part 
of the journey came at the 
ten mile mark when I 
passed the finish line but 
had to continue going 
along the causeway before 
turning round and coming 
back. 


I reached a delirious stage 
at this point where I was si¬ 
multaneously crying and 
laughing to myself. 

I had to switch my MP3 
player onto some more up¬ 
tempo eighties tunes to get 
me through it. You know 
you’re in a long race when 
you can listen to the life 
story of a stand-up comic 
and still have time for some 
Wham to take you through 
the home straight. 

I finished the half 
marathon in three hours 30 
minutes. I was pretty 
pleased with that time, in 
fact I was pretty pleased to 
finish full stop, but to put it 
into perspective the slowest 
runner finished in just over 
three hours having already 
done the swim and the 
cycle and then having got 
lost. Incredibly the winner, 
Karl Alexander, finished 
the whole thing in under 
five hours.

would go for that. 
Following the finan¬ 
cial market crash in 
2008 new and se¬ 
cure sources of in¬ 
vestment were big 
on the agenda and 
then when the Gov¬ 
ernment intro¬ 
duced the feed in 
tariff mechanism in 
2010,we decided to 
exploit the useable 
roof and empty 
space at Wheaton's 
and tried out a 10 
kilowatt solar photo 
voltaic array last 
June, to see what 
the data was like. 

"As soon as it was 
installed we could 
see how well it 
worked, how sim¬ 
ple it was to install 
and operate, and 
planning approval 
was a much easier 


prospect. People 
get emotional 
about wind tur¬ 
bines and you have 
to be in the right 
place but with PV it 
was better, much 
better. So the next 
thing was a shop¬ 
ping trip to Ger¬ 
many where they 
have been doing 
this for years. We 
became engrossed 
in the subject and 
read a lot of books 
and we were pretty 
sure what we 
wanted to do in de¬ 
veloping the site at 
Wheaton's and at 
this stage involved 
Tim Noyes, a skilled 
electrical contrac¬ 
tor who was used 
to working on com¬ 
mercial projects, 
hospitals and large 
agricultural installa¬ 
tions for example. 

"Mark is better on 
all the tariff stuff 
and how the ex¬ 
ported energy 
works its way 
around the grid, I 
am basically a de¬ 
veloper but learnt 
enough, with some 
help, to design the 
system overall, Tim 


had all the neces¬ 
sary electrical ex¬ 
pertise (and more 
besides). David Tip¬ 
pett, another friend 
and a Civil Engineer 
completed the ini¬ 
tial team and in the 
end building the 
system at 

Wheaton's was 
pretty much a 
straightforward 
construction proj¬ 
ect. 

"Because 
Wheaton's pro¬ 
vided the transport 
for Coombe Farm 
and they were al¬ 
ready very environ¬ 
mentally aware as a 
large organic farm, 
we went into dis¬ 
cussions with Philip 
Cook at the AH War¬ 
ren Trust. By the be¬ 
ginning of 

November we were 
working on the de¬ 
sign of a 1MW PV 
array at lower 
Coombe with Kevin 
Down and Richard 
Hooper and even¬ 
tually we ended up 
with the contract¬ 
ing company we 
have now; Solar 
South West which is 
50:50 owned be¬

tween the partners 
of the JB Wheaton's 
site and the AH 
Warren Trust. The 
business generated 
a huge amount of 
interest and we 
began carrying out 
work for others out¬ 
side of the share¬ 
holders! 

"The more we got 
into it, the more we 
realised how frag¬ 
mented the market 
here is compared to 
Germany and the 
more we looked 
around the local 
area, the more 
things have grown 


by word of mouth. 

"The costs of tech¬ 
nology are coming 
down so although 
the Government 
have reviewed the 
tariffs of the large 
scale schemes and 
begun to reduce 
the subsidy level, it 
is still very possible 
to make an invest¬ 
ment in solar en¬ 
ergy and get a 
good return on it. 
This is especially 
the case now at the 
under 50kW level; 
domestic and small 
commercial proj¬ 
ects now have ex¬ 


ceptional levels of 
return and we ex¬ 
pect the market to 
expand dramati¬ 
cally over the next 
12 months. 

"The technology is 
very robust and de¬ 
veloping all the 
time, all the same 
we never go for the 
cheapest. We do 
however want to be 
very competitive in 
the market and will 
continue to use our 
buying power, the 
partnerships we 
have created and 
the on the ground 
experience to give a

We are very keen on 
PV and renewable 
energy and have in¬ 
vested lots in it so it 
is always done with 
due diligence and 
we want a system 
that is good for the 
customer in the 
long term, with 
proper warranty. 

"Solar energy gen¬ 


eration is here to 
stay, it is becoming 
more acceptable 
and commonplace 
every day, just like 
computers did. We 
are in a unique posi¬ 
tion; it is a rare 
beast that allows 
you to be doing 
something for the 
environment and 
for yourself, you are 
future proofing en¬ 


ergy supply for your 
children. With elec¬ 
tricity costs are 
going up all the 
time, if you could 
produce at least 50 
per cent of what 
you use, think what 
that could mean. A 
common myth is 
that solar PV needs 
sunlight, while it is 
true it generates 
more on blue-sky 


days, it is depend¬ 
ent on light, even 
on a dull day there 
can be a 30 percent 
generation. After 
only ten years, 
some towns in Ger¬ 
many are now just 2 
years away from 
running on 100% 
renewable energy, 
proving it is do¬ 
able." 

Since the com¬ 
pany set up only 
eight months ago,

Still crazy after 
all these years 


PAUL SIMON @ Manchester Apollo 
Sunday, July 3rd 2011 

YOU KNOW you've made it when all you have to do receive a standing 
ovation is walk out on stage. But that's something Paul Simon, one of the 
greatest singer-songwriters of his generation, is getting used to. 

After a week that began with a rather lacklustre set at Glastonbury - 
thanks to a throat infection - subsequently followed by a number of can¬ 
celled shows (sadly including his Dorset show in Bournemouth), you could 
have forgiven last Sunday's Manchester crowd for being a little wary. Not 
a bit of it. 

And thankfully Simon was back in fine voice and delivered the goods. 
He opened with a dreamy 'Crazy Love, Vol II' from his biggest selling solo 
album, Graceland, which is celebrating its 25th anniversary. 

This was the first of six tunes from the African influenced album in a 
setlist which focused almost exclusively on his solo career, with - some¬ 
what surprisingly - only two numbers from his 1960s songbook of Simon 
& Garfunkel material. 

A shame then that even with the amazing fusion of cajun, reggae, world- 
beat and, of course, good old fashioned pop filling the theatre, anyone 
that attempted to get up from their seat or - perish the thought - dance 
in the aisles, were leapt on by security as if they were about to rush the 
stage. 

If the show had more of the delicate folk moments like the encore per¬ 
formance of 'The Sound Of Silence' - performed solo with just acoustic 
guitar for accompaniment - which demanded bums on seats respect, you 
could perhaps understand the rather draconian stance. But, as it was, 'se¬ 
curity' did nothing but kill the atmosphere rather than make anyone feel 
safe. 

This tour, Simon's first of the UK since 2006, is in support of new album 
So Beautiful Or So What As is so often the case, it's being heralded as his 
"best since Graceland " and five of this new LP's songs received an outing 
along with a number of covers. 

How strange though that Paul should choose to sing George Harrison's 
'Here Comes The Sun' - on which the two duetted on Saturday Night Live 
back in 1976 - when so few of his own songs from that period made the 
cut. 

And while Jimmy Cliff's 'Vietnam' segued wonderfully into Paul's very 
own reggae based 'Mother and Child Reunion' (itself originally recorded 
with Jimmy's band), his takes on Elvis' 'Mystery Train' and Chet Atkins' 
'Wheels' seemed to fall by the wayside. 

Even the most ardent fans of Paul's solo back catalogue must have 
hoped for a few more of his Sixties classics, but I guess Simon has just be¬ 
come bored of playing them. This is a 'solo' show after all, so why should 
he rehash songs he originally performed with Art Garfunkel? 

Nevertheless, S&G's 'The Sound of Silence' was a true highlight - the only 
tune of the night that would have been in Paul's repetoire when he was 
plying his trade around the country's folk clubs in the mid-Sixties. You 
could have heard a pin drop. And it was fabulous to see Paul out front on 
his own, armed just with a guitar and without the musical protection of 
his hugely talented eight-piece band. 

And the band were awesome. The lightning fast bass solo from Paul's 
old Graceland stalwart Bakithi Kumalo on closer 'You Can Call Me Al' was 
just one of many examples of the amazing proficiency of the ensemble. 
But it still left me wanting to see a Paul Simon concert, stripped back - one 
man with nothing but his voice and a guitar. Maybe some other time.

At the end of the show, there wasn't 
a grumpy face in the crowd and the whole audience 
stayed to meet and have a drink with the company and 
eat a hot dog or two from The Lyric's kitchen.

THE Lark, the trial of Joan of Arc, written by Jean Anouilh in 1953 and adapted by Christopher Fry, tells the story 
of the trial, condemnation and execution of Joan in two acts, and is set in the court at Rouen during the spring of 
1431. A hugely ambitious project tackled with their usual enthusiasm and determination by the members of Dorch¬ 
ester Drama Club, this very demanding play tells the story of Joan of Arc in flashbacks, centering on those com¬ 
missioned with presiding over her trial and eventual death by burning at the stake. Brilliantly directed by Trevor 
Williams, it takes the audience through the life of Joan from the voices urging her to save France to her relieving 
Orleans from the hands of the English, being sold to those she defeated for £10,000, standing trial at Rouen, and 
eventually being burned as a witch and heretic in the public square. And all this in the wonderful setting of the 
Roman Town House in Dorchester. 

The incredibly challenging role of Joan of Arc was undertaken by Lorna Moss, a talented young actress who 
managed to juggle learning her lines with sitting her A-levels, and she was superb. Still with the looks of an inno¬ 
cent teenager she gave a belief to the part that was both naive and yet with a commitment that belied her tender 
years. Trevor Williams himself played Beauchamp, the Earl of Essex, cunning and devious throughout, whilst the 
ineffectual and somewhat hard-up Dauphin, Charles, fell to Jonny White. His dealings with the trifling matters of 
the French court whilst continually playing cup and ball were quite delightful. And the play was not without 
touches of humour. The baiting of the vain, self-opinionated Robert de Beaudricourt, a role David Lucas amply 
filled, by Joan herself was one of those magical moments that helped relieve the seriousness of the situation. And 
the magnificent Lee Stroud, this time cast as Cauchon, Bishop of Beauvais, was as impressive as ever. An overbear¬ 
ing character whose one aim was to make Joan recant her ways and confess her visions were no more than fan¬ 
tasies and her voices non-existent, Lee was both masterful and at times persuasive, but amazing throughout. And 
the burning of Joan at the stake, bringing the play to an end, was both clever and effective. 

Every member of Dorchester Drama Club who took 
part in The Lark deserves heaps of praise. Battling not 
only a very intense play, but the weather as well, they 
carried on with the professionalism we now expect 
from their productions.The rain nessecitated a move 
indoors during the interval, but this was carried out 
efficiently and detracted in no way from the amazing 
sets they had created. In fact the interior of the 
Roman Town House added a somewhat sinister ele¬ 
ment to the court room surroundings and gave yet 
another touch of authenticity to the play. Well done 
one and all. Their next production will be Guards!

Premier League 

Dorchester 94 all out 

lost to Poole Town 370-9 by 276 runs 

DORCH ESTER were crushed by title contenders Poole Town at 
the Rec on Saturday, going down to a massive 276 run defeat. 

Captain Martyn Richards made three changes from last 
week's side in an effort to improve his team's faltering season 
but that was all to no avail as Poole amassed a formidable 370- 
9 on a good track in their 50 overs thanks mainly to a quick- 
fire century from Ben Rogers who was dropped when he had 
scored just 10. 

Dorchester were to rue that miss as the 16-year-old opener 
went on to score 120 in double quick time, his century coming 
off just 50 balls. 

Despite Rogers looking edgy in the early part of his innings, 
he and Masoor Khan (31) put on 144 for the first wicket, and 
with good contributions from Martin Miller (37), Alam (28), 
Ciaran Quinn (29) and Steve Wilson (44 not out) the visitors 
put the county town bowling and fielding to the sword. None 
of the bowlers escaped punishment with Andy Mead (2-58) 
and Dan Belt (2-65) the pick of the bunch. 

With the daunting task ahead, none of the Dorchester side 
were able to cope, as Quinn made the most of a demoralised 
batting display claiming 5-17 from his seven overs. 

Only Rob Waite (13), Belt (15), Richards (14) and Chris Back¬ 
house (12) got into double figures as the hosts capitulated to 
94 all out in just 18.5 overs. 

Richards said: "It was a horrendous afternoon in which we 
were left to rue an expensive missed opportunity, and where 
none of our batsmen focused and applied themselves. 

"All in all it was a day to reflect on some lacklustre fielding, 
undisciplined bowling but moreover an exceptional perform¬ 
ance from a young cricketer who I hope not to face again too 
many times in the future!" 

Weymouth 177 all out beat 
Blandford 111 all out by 66 runs 

AT 90-7 Weymouth's chances of victory looked slim particu¬ 
larly with skipper Paul Payne sidelined having torn a side mus¬ 
cle, but an eighth wicket stand of 86 by Faraz Ulhaq (53) and 
Cube Whyte (37) saw the Seasiders reach the respectable total 
of 177 all out to give themselves a fighting chance of victory. 

Payne who was on 28 when he had to retire, was the only 
bright spot in another dismal batting display, but Ulhaq and 
Whyte eventually gave Weymouth something to defend.

Sailing academy host Blind Week sailors 


THE Weymouth and Portland National Sailing Academy 
(WPNSA) last week hosted a fleet of yachts sailing with visually 
impaired (VI) and blind crews on board as part of Blind Week 
which is now associated with the charity, 'Sailing Opportunities 
for Disabled People'. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive of the WPNSA is delighted to have 
hosted these sailors. "Blind Week is an excellent initiative dating 
back to 1975 and we are proud to be hosting the week this year 
at the academy. A large part of our venue developments focussed 
on access for people with disabilities, and it is inspiring to see vi¬ 
sually impaired and blind sailors enjoying these top rate facilities. 
The event has spawned many of the UK's world class racing sailors, 
with GBR regularly taking home gold, silver and bronze medals in 
the World Blind Sailing Championship and it is exciting to think 
that some of these visually impaired sailors could also make the 
2012 Paralympic Squad. 

"The week offers a great opportunity for visually impaired indi¬ 
viduals and gives them the opportunity to take their first steps off¬ 
shore and get a taste of the thrills off sailing. The event is available 


to all and experience is not a requirement, the idea of the event is 
for participants to gain experience from the skippers and other 
crew members. Many of the skippers involved in the event are sea¬ 
soned pros; two of them at this recent event have racked up 52 
blind weeks between them." 

The boats are provided with a talking compass and some have 
voice synthesised instrumentation. The teams consist of two VI 
sailors and one or two other crew members as well as the skipper. 
The cruising ranges from day sailing to cruises as far as France, 
the Isles ofScilly and the Channel Islands. 

The WPNSA is becoming a regular location for similar events 
with the IFDS World Championships having taken place last week. 
This is followed by the Test Games during August and will ulti¬ 
mately be the venue for the sailing competition at the London 
2012 Paralympic Games. 

Please note that Blind Week was initiated by, and run under the 
auspices of, the RYA Seamanship Foundation from 1976 (which 
was renamed RYA Sailability in 1995) who handed the organisa¬ 
tion on to Sailing Opportunities for Disabled People in 2000.

Bees show promise in anniversary celebration

BRIDPORT gained revenge for their defeat at the hands of 
Dorchester 125 years ago in their first competitive match 
with a comprehensive victory in this pre-season friendly 
writes Stuart Broom. 

A shirtsleeve crowd of 360 were treated to an entertaining 
first-half in which Bridport came from a goal down to lead 
2-1 at the break, although with Dorchester introducing a 
number of trialists in the second half the game petered out 
as the Bees kept their shape to add a further goal to reflect a 
fair scoreline. 

Dorchester having already played Yeovil Town and Exeter 
City in the previous three days selected a side with just a 
smattering of first team player which included Jamie Symes 
who was made captain for the day against his former club. 
There was also a start for the Magpies first summer signing 
Ben Dickenson, who was playing his first football of the sea¬ 
son having tweaked his ankle within 20 minutes of the start 
of the first pre-season training session. 

The club are excited by the speed of the former 
Christchurch forward and he showed that when he out¬ 
paced Shane Evans down the left after six minutes, but he 
fired his angled shot wide. 

Two minutes earlier Sam Charles showed that he had im¬ 
proved his speed during the season's break when he 
latched on to Gary McAuley's ball over the defence, but Dan 
Thomas raced out his goal to block his effort.

In finals, halves can be 
up to 10 minutes with a two minute 
interval.
